An Internal strucc^* within tho 
ranks ol the Slurtcr.is lor a Demo- 
cratic Society national and cam-' 
pus Orcnalzations threatened this 
week to split the Berkeley croup 
into two permanent camps. But a 
meetinc Tuesday night resolved 
the problem in part. 

Student membersoi the so-called 
“Workers- Student Alliance ol 
“ feel that SDS should be “a 
arni-lmperialisl orcantoa- 
tloi which fights around issues 
. of concern to students.” 

Their strategy, presented to 
Tuesday night’s meeting as the 
“While Proposal,” called for "the 
moulding of an alliance between 
the student movement and the 
^movements Of black people in the 
Country.” 

* The other perspective, presented 
to the meeting as the “Green 
propo^l,’/ was that of the "Monday 
Night Caucus or New Left Group,” 
whom the ethers call the "Student- 
J»ower” group. 

Although the rift reflects two' 
major conflicting sentiments com- 
mon to the national SOSorgantza- 
tlon and SDS campus groups alt 
over the nation, the crisis at Cal 
was apparently brought about by. 
the Cleaver case. 

According to the "Workers-Stu- 
denl" position paper, their group 
fought to build the movement tog^ 
jisx for credit, explaining tt^ 
“racist nature of the Regent^' 
action” in lenllcts, and calling fojr 
a wiore thorough fight against raci 
ism In the university, while the 
others advocated that SDS do 
nothing about the issue. 

The W'orker- Student group 
charged their opposition writh “not 
caring enough about racism, and 
seeing the credit issue is Irrele- 
vant." _ 

The other group, says the Al- 
liance, called for the split, “sub- ' 
scribes to s strategy of student^^ 
power, which we fee! is basically 
a saUUh Ideology, inating U> lib- 


erate si 'dents from their prob- 
lems w> hout really changing the 
world at large.” 

Anoth''r Issue behind the spilt 
was apfirently the presence of 
Progre,'. Ive Labor Party mem- 

I bers In the SDS organization, 
spccUic.'lly in the Worker-Student 
Alllancr faction. The Alliance' 
membei i accused the other caucus | 
group o' “doing the Job of the op-j 
pressoi'= for them,” alluding toi 
the Mr'Tarthy techniques of the 
BO’S. 

The ' Hlng on Tuesday approved 
the Ci en Paper, defeating the 
Workei ^udent Alliance plan, and 
leaving somewhat of a gap in the 
.entire .iroup's unity. But those 
who 8i pporled the White Paper 
icU tb^’ all was not lost for sev- 
eral re sons. 

First, they cite the Inclusion 
of an « lla nee' clause, a watered- 
-down cipsullzalion calling for an 
effort I) encompass the workers’ 
Ideals, listing the blue-collar^ 
worker-', ae "particularly import-* 
ent.” 

AnoD'cr is that the committee 
work ('itILned by the Green Paper 
Is iar; ely the same as that sug- 
gested by the dissenting alliance. 

“Wc don’t feel Uiat we’ro alien- 
ated f : am the oihers,” Roz Gold- 
stein, vho supported the defeated 
plan, old barb. “We can ttill

felt wi re ncessary.”
